REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
invention relates to a flash memory device having an error correction code circuit. The 
independent claims 28, 31 and 36-37 recite a flash memory system with an error 
correction code circuit for controlling a memory unit in order to change the data stored in 
said memory unit, detecting whether an error has been occurred in read-out data, 
counting the number of failure data in changing of data, and determining that changing 
of data has been successfully completed if the number of failure data is not larger than 
a predetermined number, said predetermined number satisfying the condition that the 
predetermined number of failure data can be corrected. The PRIOR ART fails to 
disclose or suggest such flash memory device as claimed in the independent claims 28, 
31 and 36-37, therefore, claims 28, 30-31 , 33-38 are in condition for allowance.
